Has  always  bceu  a  putzlo  to  histori- 
ans, who  cannot  agreo  whether  it  was 
in  747,  749  or  751  of  Korac.  Prof. 
Satllcr  of  Munich  now  comes  furward 
with  an  argument  in  favor  of  749, 
which,  if  not  conclusive,  is  at  least  be- 
lieved to  be  worthy  of  studious  consid- 
eration, as  helping  to  reconcile  the  tes- 
timony of  tho  evangelists  with  tho  oth- 
er historical  dala  from  this  point. 
Four  copper  coins  have  recently  been 
discovered  which  were  slruck  in  iho 
reign  or  Herod  Antipas,  one  or  the  old- 
est sons  or  Herod  the  groal,  and  Pro!. 
Saltier  believes  they  fix  definitely  upon 
Ibe  real  dato  ol  tho  I5lh  year  or  ihe 
reign  ol  Tiberius  Casar,  when  nccord- 
irg  lo  Luke,  John  begau  lo  baptize. 
Though  Augustus  died  in  August,  7C7,

Fertilizers. 

The  iutroduction  ol  fertilizers  with- 
l  a  few  years  past  is  a  godsend  to 
tho  larmcr.  To  say  that  it  is  better 
than  .stable  mauuro  is  lolly,  for  there  is 
no  manure  for  general  crops  thnt  can 
excel  the  hitler.  It  contains  all  the 
principal  elcmouls  that  the  plant  de- 
mands, namely  :  nitrogen,  phosphoric 
acid  and  polash  ;  but  it  is  well  kuown 
by  every  ouc  that  Ihcre  is  not  sufficient 
barn  manure  to  rniso  crops  cuough  to 
ipply  tho  demand,  nnd  to  meet  this  de- 
mand, the  ouly  alternative  is  to  make 
artificial  manures  thnt  will  come  as  near 
as  possible  to  stable  manure  by  com- 
pounding Ihose  chemical  elements  ob- 
tained from  various  sources. 

And  the  science  or  agricnllure  has 
ndvnnced  to  lhat  point  that  this  neces- 
sity has  beenmel,  and  commercial  fcr- 
mamilacturcd  and  put 
upon  the  market  nt  (air  prices.  It  is 
difficult  to  state  what  is  tho  best  fertili- 
zer manufactured.  What  is  l»est 
adapted  to  one  qualily  ol  soil  w  ould  not 
be  the  best  lor  auothcr  quality.  For 
example,  soroo  soils  contain  sufficient 
potash,  put  on  wood  ashes  aud  it  docs 
not  increase  the  crop,  hence  a  fertilizer 
that  contains  n  large  per  ccntol  polash, 
if  applied  to  Hint  soil,  would  not  be  ol 
auy  advnuUigc  in  the  production  or  a 
crop.  It  follows,  thcu,  that  every 
farmer  or  gardener  must  test  the  lertili- 
hirosclr.  Purchase  those  that  you 
think  arc  bcstiidaptcd  to  yonr  soil  and 
r  n  loir  trial,  use  the  fertilizer  that

After  this  e 
pcricoce,  which  i  only  thai  ol  all  the 
other  towns  which  have  tried  sewage 
disposal  by  surface  irrigation, 
taiitly  remarkable  that   not  n 
community  in  the  l  uitcd  Slates  should 
h»\i!  hud  the  courage  to  adopt  the  snnto 
system. 

That  wiiii  1  of  money  is  not  the  reasou 
Inr  this  lackwnnlness  in  adoptiug  the 
results  ol  so  ninny  succosslul 
monts  is  shown  hy  tho  rcntlinc! 
which  Ihc  people  ol  Itostou, for  instance 
have  undertaken  to  spend  an  cuormuti! 
sum  in  convcyiug  Ibe  sewage  of  tho 
•city  iuto  their  harbor  ;  ami  by  (ho  pop- 
ularity of  the  preposterous  scheme  for 
building  in  the  surhurbs  of  the  same 
city  a  main  trunk  sewer  nearly  as  loug 
as  that  of  Ixjudon,  to  convey  lo  tide 
water  tho  sewage  of  a  dozen  villages 
which  have  no  sewers  at  all  and  nit 
not  likely  to  hnve  any  until  such  n 
mode  of  disposition  has  long  been  obeo

"lu  truth,  the  traveler  who  nl  that 
day,  prompted  by  curiosity  to  see  the 
youngest  republic,  had  the  hurdihood 
to  endure  the  discomforts  aod  dangers 
of  n  journey  over  the  bod  rood)  nud 
through  tho  almost  desolate  hinds  of 
the  Stntos,  saw  oothing  moro  noticea- 
ble to  put  down  iu  his  journnl  than  the 
marked  ditVerencc  of  manners,  of  cus- 
tums,ol  tusle  and  rcfiucmcut  which  pre- 
vailed ta  (ho  country. 

"Such  a  traveler  usuully  landed  iu 
Boston  after  n  sevcu  weeks'  voyngo  iu 
a  packet,  and  found  biatscll  in  a  city 
which  then  ranked  third  in  importance 
hnt  would  now  be  thought  menu  nud 
poor.  ludccd.ciirricd  back  to  the  close 
of  die  Revolution,  llostou  would  pro- 
scut  a  strnngo  contrast  to  its  prcse.ut 
nppenrnnec.  But  for  n  few  timo-woru 
laud-marks  yet  remaining,  11  Bostouian 
of  to-dny  would  seek  iu  vnio  lo  recog- 
nize tho  provincial  towu  of  1781  in  tho 
great  city  of  1H82.  Ma  would  not  bo 
ablo  to  find  his  own  ofllec,  his  own 
house,  tho  street  00  which  ho  lives. 
Cows  were  pastured  whoro  tho  houses 
oi  a  dense  population  now  crowd  ench 
other  for  room. 

"Boys  pbiycd  ball  in  streets  now 
noisy  with  tho  rush  of  traffic.  Fnncnil 
Flail,  the  Old  South,  tho  Old  Stale 
House, nnd  a  few  other  relics  of  oocicnt 
times  still  exist ;  but  tliey  exist  io  n 
state  of  restored  decay,  and,  before  an- 
other generation  has  passed  away,  Old 
Boston  will  be  known  in  (rndition  only. 
Tho  city  iu  17HI  stood  ou  (ho  three 
hills  which  gave  to  it  tho  second  onmo 
ol  Trimouu:ain,  and  contained  nil  told, 
lo,(/CO  souls. 

"There  wos  then  no  bridjo  over 
Charles  river,  nod  when  the  tides  wore 
up,  the  Neck  being  entirely  submerged, 
it  often  happened  that  the  town  was  cut 
off"  from  nil  connection  with  the  ninin- 
Innd. 

'  'Tho  streets  of  tho  city  were  Inid  out 
with  no  regularity,  nod  were  given 
names,  which  either  Irom  their  English 
associations  or  tho  conrscocas  of  the 
times  they  recoiled,  wore,  by  a  more 
refiucd  generation  gradually  changed. 
Gcorgo  Street  has  thus  bccoiuo  Han- 
cock St. ;  Kiug  Itns  been  changed  to 
State  ;  tjucco  to  Conrt ;  Marlborough 
to  Wnshiugtoa  ;  What  was  ouco  Black 
Ilorso  Lnnc  is  00  w  Prince  St.  ;  Frog 
Lnoc  is  uow  Oraugc  St. ;  Hog  Alley  is 
Avery  St. ;  Longncro  hns  become  Tre- 
tnout  St.  ;  Love  Lauc  has  been  changed 
to  Tilcsou  ;  Poud  to  Bedford  ;  Paddy' 
Alley  to  North  Ceutrc  ;  Flouudcr  Lnnc 
is  merger}  io  tho  south  end  of  Broad 
St. ;  Cow  Lane  is  uow  High  St. 

"The  enrriogc-way  along  these  uar- 
row  lanes  nod  alleys  was  unpnved. 
The  sidewalks  or  footwoys  were  unfltig- 
gcd.  Koch  was,  in  the  language  of  tho 
time,  pitched  with  large  pcbblcs.and  the 
footway  wns  marked  off  from  the  car- 
•iage-wiiy  by  a  liuc  ol  posts  nud  n  gul- 
lor, after  the  uinuuer  of  ninny  o'.d  Eng- 
lish towns. 

Tho  roads  were  suc.i  as  would  now 
excite  the  indignation  ol  n  couatry 
wspupcr.  Tho  pebble  were  ill- Inid 
and  ill-kept.  Yet  travelers  admitted 
road  was  as  good  ns  could  then  be 
found  in  many  purls  of  London,  aud 
tho  horseman  whn  gallo|>cd  over  it  was 
fiucd  to  Ihc  amount  of  ihrco  shillings 
and  fottrpcucc.  As  to  iho  houses  which 
lined  the  streets  ou  cither  side,  they 
iu  the  old  t  portiou  of  the  city, 
1  uud  squalid.  Built  entirely  of 
wood,  with  unpaiutcd  weatherboard 
sides  and  shingle  roofs  Mirinnunled  by 
ugly  wooden  rnilings,  within  which  cv- 
«aslii;ig-ilny,  shuts  nud  poiticoata 
(hipped  in  (he  wind*  ihcy  contrasted 
strongly  with  the  belter  class  of  dwel!- 
iugs  00  I  ho  west  side  of  the  town. 
There  tho  streets  were  neater.  There 
houses  of  brick  with  Coriuthinn 
pilasters  up  the  front,  aud  miliums  of 
tho  snmo  order  supported  the  porch, 
and  hnudsomo  cutraoccs  to  which  led 
long  flight  of  sandstone  steps, 
stood  back  iu  little  gardens  dense  with 
English  elms  nod  shrubs.  Iloocysuc- 
klcs  twined  around  tho  porch, nod  high, 
dainnsk  roses  grew  under  tho  window."
